PROGRAM  NOTES 

Madame  Alia  von  Buch  is  a  young  pianist,  born  in  Russia  but  presently  living 
in  Germany.  Last  month  she  was  in  the  Bay  Area  visiting  friends,  and  was  prevailed 
upon  to  give  a  few  informal  recitals  while  she  was  here.  Quite  by  accident,  a  few 
music  critics  wandered  into  one  or  another  of  these  concerts  and  were  quite  over- 
whelmed by  what  they  heard.  We  were  fortunate  to  be  able  to  persuade  Mme.  von 
Buch  to  visit  our  studios,  where  she  recorded  a  short  recital  for  us,  consisting  of  a 
Prelude  and  Fugue  for  Left  Hand  alone  by  Max  Reger,  the  brilliant  early  Prelude  and 
Fugue  by  Shostakovitch,  and  Beethoven's  rarely-heard  set  of  variations  on  a  Russian 
theme.  This  recital,  along  with  an  interview  of  Mme.  von  Buch  by  Robert  Hagan,  will 
be  heard  on  April  1st  at  8:45. 

The  noted  Swiss  theologian  and  philosopher  Karl  Barth  recently  wrote  a  letter  to 
a  pastor  in  Eastern  Germany.  The  letter  was  published  in  Switzerland,  and  has  created 
something  of  a  sensation  in  world  theological  and  political  circles;  the  New  York 
Times  recently  devoted  considerable  space  to  an  extended  analysis  of  it.  The  letter 
will  be  read,  in  a  translation  by  Betty  Ford,  by  Harold  Winkler  on  Saturday,  April  4th 
at  3:45.  The  views  of  Dr.  Barth  may  be  epitomized  in  the  statement  that  the  "creeping 
totalitarianism"  of  the  West  is  a  more  insidious  evil  than  the  "open  totalitarianism" 
of  the  East. 

After  what  appeared  to  be  a  short  drought,  the  BBC  has  begun  to  come  through 
once  again  with  a  flood  of  full-length  dramas.  A  new  production  of  Aristophanes' 
"The  Birds"  will  be  heard  on  Sunday,  April  5th,  at  9:30;  a  new  French  play  "The 
Square,"  by  Marguerite  Duras,  will  be  heard  (in  English)  on  Saturday,  April  11th, 
at  8  P.M.  On  the  way  from  the  BBC  are  two  more  plays:  "She  Stoops  to  Conquer" 
and  "Shoemakers'  Holiday."  Also  on  the  way  are  several  recordings  of  BBC  concerts 
honoring  the  ter-,  bi-,  and  sesqui-centennials  respectively  of  Purcell,  Handel,  and 
Haydn.  Meanwhile,  we  begin  our  own  Handel  Bicentennial  Festival  in  this  Folio  with 
the  first  two  of  several  concerts  of  his  music,  which  will  be  heard  on  Sunday  after- 
noons. Our  Festival  will  also  include  several  talks  on  Handel's  music. 

Elsewhere  in  this  Folio  you  will  find  talks  by  J.  Robert  Oppenheimer  (April  5th) , 
Aldous  Huxley  (April  9th),  Danny  Kaye  (April  1st),  Stephen  Spender  (April  8th), 
Malcolm  Cowley  (April  11th),  and  Robert  Hillyer   (March  30th).

California  station,  KPFK-FM  (90.7  mc).  This  week  the  remainder  of  the  needed 
transmission  equipment  and  three  key  studio  units  were  purchased.  Grading  of  the 
Mt.  Wilson  transmitter  site  is  completed,  and  final  building  plans  are  now  before 
County  authorities. 

The  transmission  tower  is  the  only  major  item  of  equipment  yet  to  be  purchased. 
Fund  raising  towards  this  goal  is  in  progress.  The  importance  of  tower  height  for  full 
coverage  of  Southern  California  necessitates  a  rather  costly  installation. 

The  following  KPFK  staff  appointments  have  also  been  made:  James  Middleton, 
Music  Director;  John  Harris,  Production  and  Continuity  Director;  Stephen  Hawes, 
Chief  Engineer.  KPFK's  General  Manager  is  Terrell  T.  Drinkwater.
